. Wholesale price . rises - always 
are reflected, sooner or later, in 
rétuil price rises, said the market- 
ing service survey. Proof was that' 
the wholesale price index. had 
climbed to 158.2 by September 1, 
and by October 1 the living cost 
index was 159.6. 


Now the survey sees whole- 
sale prices moving up steadily 
during the last few months of 
this year. It claims that this 
means rising retail prices for at 
least the first six months of 
1949. 


The other dark news came from 
the Royal Commission on .Prices 
which is currently taking a look 
at credit buying. The old “instal- 
ment plan” is going strong once 
more. Almost as much goods is 
being bought on time today as in 
1941. That’s a,sure sign, the 
experts say, that people as con- 
sumers are nearing the, limit of 
their spending power. 

Cash purchases rose sharply 
during the war, but have fallen 
back to 60.5%. of the total dur- 
ing the first six months of this 
year. The other 39.5% is bought 
on credit, ; 

Said Gen. A. E. Walford, secre- 
tary-treasurer of deluxe Morgan’s 
department store in Montreal, 
“There is a very distinct trend.”

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WHY ‘STEEL IS ‘NATIONALIZED ~ 


HE British Labor government knows what it is doing 


_ & in nationalizing the steel industry. In the first place 


it is'a common-service industry vital to the prosperity of 
British industry as a. whole. In the second place it is a 
cartelized-concentration, of economic power: which ~controls 
prices in every brahch of ‘the industry and which in private 
hands could_ jeopardize the best interests of the nation in 
peace or war.-In the third place it is grossly inefficient. 
‘Operating on the*principle-of-taking as much out of 
the industry as possible while putting as little as possible 
back into it, so low had the industry’s level become before 
the war that’ the United States Steel Corporation with less 
manpower was producing two and a half times as many 
steel ingots and castings as the whole British industry.: So 
inefficient was it that British steel cost four limes as much 
as Bélyian steel. 
To bring the industry up to modern requirements it is 
necessary. to invest £168,000,000. Only part of this could 
be supplied by the industry itself. The choice therefore lies 
between strengthening a private cartel by providing it with 
a huge amount of public money, or putting it under public 
ownership and control. : 
With the conception the British Labor Party has of 
national planning the choice ‘is clear. And the fact that 


.in a sort of deathbed repentance the industry has shown 


a greater willingness to serve the public interest during 
the past two years is not going to deter 


the government 
from carrying out its program. ‘ 


ATTACK TO BE MORE DIRECT 

MONG THE bftterest{ attackers of the ‘C.C.F. in the 

past five years have been the business periodicals like 
the Financial Post, Canadian Business, Monetary Times, 
Western Business and others. The technique of all of them 
has been to damn Communism while at the same time at- 
tempting to link the C.CcF. with Communism.

“The 4% is the margin of pro- 
fit on sales—4 cents on each dol- 
lar of sales. A business may have 
this, or even a smaller margin of 
profit on sales, however, and if 
its dollar sales are: large enough, 
its volume of profit will be tre- 
mendous and -its percentage of 
profits as measured) against . the 
total investment in the business 
will be high. 


For Public Consumption | 


“The corporations, in -other 
words, are making themselves look 
better ‘in the. public’s seyes” by 
talking about their percentage of 


‘profits on dollar sales instead of 


their percentage of profit on. in- 
vestment in the business. And they 
are doing this with the blessing of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, which has prepared free 
advertisements for business to use; 
the average American does not 
distinguish’ between profits on 
sales or profit on net worth.

“General Electric is another ex- 
ample. In’ full-page advertise- 
ments, under big, black headlines, 


reading “How Big are General | | 


Electric Profits.?”, it showed that 


leurrent profits were only 7 cents 


on each dollar of sales, a figure 
much lower than in most past 
years. On the basis of its net 
worth, however, GE was making 
a profit of almost 22%, she high- 
est in its history.
